will be needed for the home economics exhibits: 
(1) ‘The place where the noon program is to be held should 
provide enough room for the Home Economics Exhibit so 
that we could have a wall space 40 feet long and extending 
six to ten feet from the wall. 


(2) The exhibit needs five tables-at least 5 feet long. If it 
is impossible to get that many, we could use one five-foot 
table and eight card tables put together in two's, 


(3) Four straight chairs such as might be used in a kitchen or 
an office. 


(4) An extra card table for a demonstration. 
(5) A wartime model pressure cooker. 


(6) Five women who can talk to the public and who will assist 

in explaining the exaibits to the people. These women should 
be aveilabdie from 10:00 a.m, until lunch time.

Ingenuity Eases the Job

Homemade labor-savers, described by Illinois’ farm-labor 


supervisor, are a new feature at farm shows in many states. 


HEN he took -first prize with his 

50-cent homemade automatic wind- 

’ mill cutoff, Frank Shumacher, a Cham- 
paign County, Illinois, farmer, started some- 
thing. He set off a series of laborsaving shows 
which featured for the first time an amazing 
display of farmer ingenuity with machines and 
gadgets. More important than that, the shows 
have given thousands of Shumacher’s fellow 
farmers a brand-new set of tricks and ideas for 
getting the job done easier and with less labor 
in 1945. Similar shows held in other states— 
Washington, Oregon, Idaho, Wisconsin, just to 


To eliminate shoveling and lifting in emptying a truck, 
Art and George Anderson, Kane County, Illinois, merely 
roll off the load. Canvas on the floor of the truck bed is 
wound around a pipe at the rear of the truck by work- 
ing a ratchet lever. Some farmers pull off loads with 
a rack or push them off with a movable front endgate. 


For the convenience of the homemaker, 27 different 
devices all mounted on an identical base can be used 
on this motor table. Mrs. Madge Little, Illinois super- 
visor of the Women’s Land Army, demonstrates the 
table’s use for a food grinder, with an ice-cream 
freezer, knife sharpener and churn in the foreground. 


Safer and easier for both operator and animals, this 
portable cattle-holding chute was designed by F. W. 
Fisk, Mason County, Itlinois. It has proved a handy 
labor saver in holding cattle for Bang’s disease testing, 
dehorning and other operations. Secure locking of the 
fron’ stanchion gate is a good feature of the outfit. 


mention a few—have attracted attention, but 
observers in Illinois have gone so far as to say 
that the displays were the state’s biggest rural 


sensation in years. 


If there is any miracle or mystery about how 
American agriculture has managed to turn in 
four years of record wartime production in the 
face of dwindling supplies of labor, machinery 
and other necessities, part of the achievement 


is explained by the clever windmill cutoffs, 
manure loaders and scores of other ideas, 


methods, devices and gadgets which farmers 


have developed 


In half a day, Dick Coughenour, Iroquois County, IIli- 
nois, can cut the fence-row weeds around an 80-acre 
field with this mower which he built at a cost of only $2. 
Power is furnished by an air-cooled gasoline motor 
used for pumping water. The sickle bar is two feet long. 
Weed control with less labor is well worth while. 


Hugh James, Champaign County, Illinois, explains to 
Visitors at a local laborsaving show how his gadget 
will cut as many weeds as three men with scythes. The 
rotating propeller-type blade in front is driven with a 
gasoline motor. Bicycle wheels make it a light but 
sturdy outfit for fence rows and out-of-way places.

themselves and which they brought into 
the shows. Here, too, was a preview of 
the possibilities for new and better post- 
war farm machinery and equipment. 
Manufacturers attending the shows 
must have uncovered a mint of ideas on 
what farmers and their wives like, need 
and can use to make their work quicker, 
easier, safer and more profitable. 
’ Shumacher, for instance, devised his 
windmill cutoff because ‘‘he got tired of 
always having to watch the stock tank 
and shut off the windmill.” The gadget 
which he devised and with which he won 
first prize has been in use for 15 years. 
Following the Champaign County 
event, 23 similar shows were held 
throughout the state. In addition to the 
exhibit of laborsaving devices, inventions 
and gadgets by local farmers at each stop, 
there were two truckloads of laborsaving 
equipment assembled by the agricultural 
extension service of the College of Agri- 
culture. Staff members talked on reduc- 
ing fatigue, making efficient use of labor 
and making farm work easier. Prizes 
totaling more than $1000 in War Bonds 
were offered by industrial concerns. In 
many counties these prizes were supple- 
mented with other War Bond and 
merchandise prizes. Some of the shows 
drew as many as 1500 visitors. 


Many Chores Lightened 


There were big outfits as well as little 
gadgets in the Illinois shows. Among the 
former, for instance, were tractor lifts 
which scoop manure, dig sand, buck 
hay and even serve as snow plows. 
Shumacher, who led off the list of prize 
winners by taking first place at the 
Champaign County show, also exhibited 
an automatic warning device for use on 
a corn-dump delivery spout to prevent 
overruns and overloads. Other useful 
handy-works in the Illinois shows were 
post-hole diggers, barbed-wire winders, 
a clutch for a horse-drawn corn planter 
so that -it could be operated from a |” 
tractor seat, homemade garden plows, 
a combination garden tractor and gen- 
eral purpose pick-up cart, and scores of 
other useful time and labor savers. 
Wilbur McCreery, a Mason County, 
Illinois, farmer who had been unable to 
buy a power lift for his tractor cultiva- 
tor, exhibited one which he built himsel 
from used parts. : 

In Oregon an efficiency caravan fea- 
turing about 40 different ways of making 
farm and home work easier recently 
toured 18 counties. Farmers gathered 
at 22 stops to see demonstrations of 
manure loaders, buck rakes, post-hole 
diggers, tilt-top implement trailers, milk 
carts and other laborsaving devices. 
Homemakers inspected an actual-size 
kitchen sink, a utility table, well- 
designed work clothes, portable wood 
box, lapboard, laundry cart and a wide 
ironing board. 

Wisconsin recently took a similar 
caravan of laborsaving ideas and models 
to some 50 counties in that state. In- 
cluded were a hay hoist, a wood- 
splitting machine, a “‘dolly”’ made from 
an old lawnmower for easy handling of 
sacked grain, laborsaving poultry houses 
and other farm buildings, improved self- 
feeders, better-designed ladders for fruit 
picking, and seed treating machines. 

Some of the prize-winners and many 
of the other innovations displayed 
in these states have been featured 
in Country Gentleman Handy-Works. 
Their popularity and the eagerness of 
farm people to find still other ways of 
getting the job done easier, quicker and 
better are reflected in the success of the 
shows and exhibits. Many a farmer 
visiting the displays and demonstra- 
tions has said, ‘“‘ Now there’s an idea,” 
and then has gone home to put it into 
practice. He may be short again in 1945 
on labor, machinery and supplies, but 
the American farmer has proved once 
more that he’s long on ingenuity.

The caravan of exhibits and eauipment, or "guides to successful 
farming." meade a 3~month tcur of the State, holding 56 demonstra= 
tion days. The premiere demonstration day was held on the campus 
of the State College of Washington, January 16. The caravan 
remained on the road through February and March. The "guides" 
planned in cooperation with farm ieeders and organizations were 
demonstrated by State extension specialists and oper ted local 
leaders. 


The exhibits were of two kinds; (a) Those planned and built at 
the State College and (b) those buiit by the farmers themselves-- 
many of them from Pore supplied by the Extension Service. 


Exhibits included a fica farmstead complete with buildings ar- 
ranged for convenience and efficiency; a model 20-acre poultry 
farm, including dwelling, egg house, laying houses, small barn, 
portable brooder, and even fences; a model milk house with 

proper equipment} profiles of soil types as they: influence farm 
incomes; an army jeep with trailer attachment and farm imple- 
ments; a home-made garden tractor; a fruit-tree display showing 
the value of approved practices in pruning and fertilization; 

a full-sized model vegetable and fruit storage unit; a full-size 
utility room which combined the washing, ironing, and sewing 
centers; @ display of materials needed for a farm freezing plant; 
and a food carnival. The carnival included a ferris wheel of good 
freezer-locker containers-and a merry-go-round of good home-canned 
foods and different kinds Be pete or: ‘discolored canned foods.

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ORGANIZATION SUGGESTIONS FOR LABOR-SAVING SHOWS 


labor-saving shows reach a large number of farm men and women with practical 
labor-saving ideas. They include exhibits organized and transported with the — 
caravan and labor-saving devices made and exhibited by lacal people. There is 
an advantage in having both farmers and homemakers at the same meeting, as 
each has the opportunity to get new ideas in both fields--agriculture and | 
homemaking. Sy 


Make plans several months before "caravan time" so that materials will be ready — 
and schedules cleared. Houte caravan to save "time and energy.” 


Short overnight jumps. 
Local assistance for loading and unloading.: 
Alternate day showings or frequent change of crews. 


A few good ideas well demonstrated are more effective than many ideas crowded 
into a short time and a small space. 


Select exhibits and demonstrations to meet local needs. 

Provide action in éxhibits, with an attendant in charge. 
Use movies to give information not exhibited. 

Have farm people demonstrate the equipment they display. 

Arrange a continuous show--something of interest to all. 

Leave out speeches and lectures. They are less effective. 


A large, well-lighted, heated, and easily ‘ventilated building is essential. 


Inform county well in advance on specifications desired. 
Check before each meeting to insure readiness. 

Provide for some seating so that people may rest. 

When practical, demonstrate some equipment outdoors. 


Get local organizations and civic groups to-- 


Publicize the show. ; 
Assume responsibility for the meeting place. ; oa 
Serve the noon lunch. ‘loa 
Arrange special features. a 
Sponsor contests. ” 


Encourage farm people to exhibit home-made equipment through-- 


A good publicity campaign. 

Personal contacts by county agent. 
Incentive awards for each exhibit. 
Contests in which exhibits are judged.
